“PRICES MAY BE’ 
FORCED DOWN 


London, May 29. 
Property prices are ex- 
pected to go down because 
of the higher interest de- 
manded by _ building 

societies on their loans. 


The 300 main’ _ building 
societies have put up the mini- 
mum rate of interest on ad- 
vances to owner-occuplore to 
4%% per cent. Before, In most 
cases, it was 4 per cent. 


The Council of the Building 
Societies’ Associntion _ decided 
to recommend this increase to)’ 
its: members. .The counci] also 
recommended that — socicties 
should consider Increasing rates 
of investments to 2%4 per cent. 
on shares and 2 per cent, on 
ordinary deposits, Income tax 
being pald in each case by the 
society. 


Each building soelety will 
have to decide ifthe higher 
rate shéuld be charged on 
existing mortgages or only on 
new loans. Many will try not 
to pass the extra charge on to 
old customers, 


_.LONGER_TO_PAY |. 


Some buliding societies are 
already charging 4% per cent. 
on thelr loans. It Is unlikely 
that they will increase charges 
further. 


If this has to be done, it will 
not generally mean that the 
weekly repayment amount will 
fo up. It will mecn a /Ienger 
pericd of repayment, 


The Government hope that 
the higher Interest rate will 
operate jn this way: A man, 
knowing how much he can 
afford to repay a building 
society loon, will drive -a 
harder bargain in buying his 
house to allow for the oxtra in- 
terest. This will harden the 
market and make sellers drop 
their prices.

These figures are givon in the 
“World Economic Report, 1950- 
51," prepared by the United 
Nations for the session 6f the 
Economic. and Social Council. 

The report obsarves that, after 
a year-and-o-hail of rearmament 
activity, the world produced more 
goods !n 1951 than in any 
previous year. 

The ‘expansion in Industrlet 
production lost year was even 
greater than in 1950, chisfy ba- 
couse “tho expectations of 
scarcity, on which: the raw 
materia] boom in the second half 
of 1950 had’.been based, proved 
exaggerated,” and, sccondly, ra- 
armament was slower thon 
expected. 


LESS DEMAND 

The rate of growth of ine 
dustrinl production [In tha 
doveloped . private — enterpriso 
economies appears to have slowed 
down’ during the second half of 
1951 and early in 1952, While 
the production of armaments and 
investment goods continued to 
rise, the output of consumer 
goods dropped owing to a 
slackening of consumer demand. 

In the centrally planned 
economies’ increases in ‘industrial 
production, in 1951 were gencral- 
ly Jn lina with economic plans. 

The report draws attention to 
the fact that throughout the 
post-war period there has been 
little or no industrial progress in 
many of -the- ‘under-developed 
countries, Increases in industrial 
production in these countries be- 
tween 1950 and 1951 were, with 
some exceptions, small by com- 
parison with those achieved by 
other countries during this 
period. 

Industriblised | countries, which 
are predominantly exporters of 
manufactures and importers ‘of 
raw materials, suffered a de- 
.terloration in terms of trade of 
‘about 10 per cent‘between the 
first halves of 1950 and of 1951, 
followed by small improvement 
in the second: hulf of .1951. Losses 
of the raw material importing 
countrics in terms of trade were 
the counterpart of the gains of. 
raw material exporters. 

MAJOR ELEMENT 
._ These developments constituted. 
a major element affecting the 
balance of payments of most 
countrics, With the notable 
exceptions -of France and the 
United Kingdom, most of the, 
lending industrialised countries 
Increased their trade surpluses or 
reduced thoir deficits in 1951. At
